PANIC AT A OAMP HIHING. 



Tlia Tabernacle Uestrnyed hy Palling 
Traes, and a Paw Paopla IixJurad

Leon, la., Ang. 11.- About half past 
11 Sunday morning a oyck>ne swept 
over this part of Decatur eottnty. The 
Storm lasted an hour and a half and 
gxeatdiMage. Ia this town the 
and yards were littered with 
fallen trees, and in many instaneea the 
streets were abHoIutely imi»assible. The 
roofs of the opera house and school 
bouse were tinroofed, and two houses in 
the southern part of the c ity were com- 
pletely demolishetl. 

Fences, sidewalks and outhouses were 
lifted up bodily and carried away by 
the wind. The falling trees wrecked 
the telef^raph, telephone and electric 
light wires, and the town was in dark- 
ness Sunday. The best citizens of the 
pUce were attending a camp meeting at 
Camp Davis City, ten miles diiitant, and 
the cotifusion and i>anicwere indeocriba- 
ble. The cump meeting is bdng held in 
a grove un the banks of the Grand river. 
Fully b,000 peojtle were in attendance. 
The storm struck the grove suddenly, 
and in a moment all was dark as nia;ht. 

Hu^e forest trees swaved an<l fell 
crashing to earth, and broken branches 
were hurled by the wind through the 
crowded assemblage with terrific force. 
The tabemacle was crushed under the 
weight of two giant oaks and all seats 
and stands demolishe<l. Several cot- 
tages were also damaged, some being 
tmroofed and others crushed by falling 
trees.

WMkly Crop Bulletin. 
Fdlowing ia the weekly crop bulletin 
of the Kentndcy State Weatiier Service, 

in co-o])eration with tlie Fnited f^tates 
Weather Bureau, for the week ending 
Angnst 8: **The weather of the past 

week was all tliat could lie <lesir(Nl for tlie 
progress of all crops. Tbe temperature 
was alfghtljr below the normal, and the 
amount of sunsbine received about tbe 
average; tbe precipitation sbowed a very 
large excess. Frequent and very heavy 
showers were general tbroughout tbe 
State on tbe 2nd and Ikd. Tbe nortliern 
counties were visited by tbe heaviest 
rains in years. At Louisville on the 
evening of the 2nd, 2.81 inches fell in the 
space of four bours, and at I raiikfort, on 
the same day, 2.40 inclies was rei>orted in 
about the same time. Those heavy rains 
ba\f L'reatly improved all growing crops, 
particularly corn, which was beginning 
to sofifer from the efTe^ of the pro- 
tracteil dry spell. It is safe to say now 
that a very largi- cro]i is assured in most 
parts of the State. Tbe tobacco outlook 
is not BO favorable, though the prosjject 
in tbe southern and western counties ap- 
pears to be better than in other portions 
of the State. From the northern sections 
come reports of shortage, as the result of 
damage to tbe plantH earlier in tbe sea- 
son and from reduced acreage. Hemp is 
reported to be in a generally excellent 
condition. I.ate garden crops will be 
good, especially potatoes, which are re- 
ported to be very fine. Paatnrea and 
meadows show a great improvement 8inct> 
the recent rains. Fruits are abundant 
and very fine, except in the northern 
parts of the State, where there is com- 
plaint of peaches being of poor quality. "

Tlie \vaivlioii«c cstabliHbc"! at LdiUh- 
ville la.'^t sprin;r by the t<iha('ro giYiwers 
of Kentucky hiix liecn doing busine.ss 
four months, and the manager states in 
the I.'Miisville Times that the net profit.s 
amount to 2-3 per cent, of the pai«l-up 
capital stock, which is $100,000. 

Tlic Tiinrs .•iays: "It ?-('fni- that, imh- 
traiy to the predictions of tlie majority 
of the tobjuxm men, the Oaowers' Ware- 
house is proving itself a tb.iMi in tlie side 
of tiie Tobacco Exchange. Trouble in 
the ranks of the exchange appean immi- 
nent, nifhoiiv'b there is little or no ex- 
citement noticeable on the breaks. 

" Rumors of dissensions among the 
mendiers of the exchange became cur- 
rent a month ago, when Robert Herr, at 
a meeting, intro<luced a resolution ex- 
punging that section of the exchange by- 
laws which provides that the seller shall 
be charged $2 per hogshead, thus leaving 
the rate discretionary with the ware- 
housemen. There was a big kick at the 
time, but the matter wa.= reft rriMl to the 
proper committee for consideration. 

" At a meeting of the Exchange last 
week tlic comniittcc reported that it had 
determined to neither decide for or 
agdnst the resolution. The whole mat- 
ter was in this way again thrown upon 
the Exchange a.s a whole. Since then no 
meeting has been held, but there has 
been some talking done. So vigorous was 
some of this talk that the rumor of the 
threatened dissolution of the Exchange 
was given some color. 

''The whole tronble all along has been 

that th(> Exchange has been charging the 
sellers $2 and 1 per cent, and ten pounds 
off for sample, while the Ovowers' Ware- 
house has ('harct'.l it.'^ sellers but tl.50 
Straight, with nothing off for samples. 

The manager of -the grower's ware- 
house said to the Times : "We are not pav- 
ing any attention to the talk of the Ex- 
change people. We are pursuing the even 
tenor of our way artd are making money 
by so doing. Our receipts are large. We 
have now 660 hogsheads in our house, 
and oar prospects could not be better. 
When the new crop comes in you will 
tind that we will rise head and shoulders 
above the Exchange. The farmer can 
savelKoaeaoh ten hofriieadi hjr deal- 
ing with oa."

WashinOVOII, An(. II. -The Btat^ de- 
partment hM reccircd a copy of the im- 
pvtel dMTM iflsued by the Emperor of 
CWm ooBOMrniag tiM oatrafM on for- 
tAfM MlMlmwrki in that oonitry whiob 
bare canMd the batj dtpMrtment to or- 
der two additioiiAl TCMebi to Cliineae 
waters. The decree is as follows: 

"The TsuDg Li Yamen (or council of 
ministers) has memorialized us in regard 
to the missionary cases that have oc- 
curred in the Tarioos provinces, asking 
that we issue etringeot instructions to 
the governor «*''i<"'al and govermore to 
loec no time in devising means for the 
■etUement thereof. It u represented by 
the Yamen that in the month of May 
Ibe missionary premises ((>atholi('.) at 
Wnho, in the province of Arhr, were 
fired aad dailNyfiihr • of oot- 
lawf. 

"At Tan YangHnen in t)ie proviiu e of 
Kiang So, and at WuKuch, in the pro- 
vince of Hupek, similar outrages have 
been committed on niissionary establish- 
ments there, and it i» now necessary 
that the miscreants should be arrested 
and unrelenting measures taken in good 
time to provide against further ontragea 
of this kind. The propagation of Chris- 
ttanity by foreigners is provided for by 
treaty, and imperial decrees have been 
ieened to the provincial authorities to 
protect the missionaries from violence. 

"For years peace and qniet have pre- 
vailed between C hinaiM and foreigners. 
How is it that re centlv there have been 
several missionary establishments burnt 
•vt and destroy ed and all happening at 
abont the same time. This in decidMiy 
•trange and incredible. It is evident 
tbat among the rioters there are some 
fowerfnl outlaws, whose object is to 
secretl y contrive a plan to fan discon- 
tent among the people by circulating 
f al ee mmors and causing them to be- 
come agitated and excited and then to 
avail themselves of the opportunity to 
rok and plunder, and peaoeaole and law- 
abiding persons are enticed and led to 
join tnem, resulting in a tremendous 
nprising. 

"If strenuouH action is not taken to 
punish the miscreants how can the 
majeety and dignity of the law be main- 
tained and peace and quiet prevail. Let 
the govemoi-s general and governors of 
the Liang Kiang, Hu Kwang, Kiang Hu, 
Anhni and Hnpek issue without delay 
orders to the civil and military officers 
nnder their respective jurisdictions to 
canse the arrest of the leadern of the 
riots, try them, and inttict < apital pun- 
ishment upon them ii8 a warning and ex- 
ample to others in the future. The doc- 
trine of (Mirifltianity hun for its pvupOM 
the teachiufc; of men to be irood. 

"Chinese converts aresuli.ii-i t-< of China 
and are amenable to tiie local authori- 
ties. Peace and quiet mIiouUI rc^nn 
among the Chinese and nilB.iionaries. 
But there are re<^kleBS fellows wlio fabri- 
cate btori( « that have no foundation in 
fact, for the purpose of creating trouble. 
VillainH of tliin cla.ss are not few in num- 
ber and are to be f<iund every wliere. Let 
the Tartar generals, ;;overnors general 
and governors i.ssue i)rurhiui!iuons warn- 
ing the i)eople not to listen to idle ru- 
morn or falM reports wUohliai to 

trouble. 

"Should nnv jterMOii secretly iwst 
placards contaiuiiig fulso rumors with a 
view to beguile the minds of tlie people, 
(*trenuou5 sitejis must be taken to cause 
hiH arrest and vigoroii-; |>miishinent 
iiiet<'d out t;> liiui.
